A  man  who  had  been  to  hi*  uncle’s 
said:  "No  one  can  claim  that  charity 
is  not  widely  distributed  in  thi*  city 
after  wviH  the  contribution  boxes  that 
ar<’  huufgrap  in  conspicuous  places  in 
the  smaller  of  thtV  pawnbrokers’  shop*.
